Ottawa, Aug. 7. — The Mackenzie 
King administration passed into his- 
tory this afternoon and a new regime 
under the Hon. R. B. Bennett was ush- 
ered into office. All the ancient cere- 
monies and observances which sur- 


Bie the changing of the King’s ad- 


visers were meticulously performed, 
these entailing visits to Government 
House by the retiring prime minister, 
a call by, him upon Mr. Bennett and 
then a formal delay until Mr. Bennett 
himself had called upon his Sxcell- 
ency and been sworn into office. 

The Right Honorable W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King, prime minister of Cana- 
da, arrived at Government House a 
few minutes before three o’clock this 
afternoon and handed to His Excell- 
ency the great seal of state, thus 
tendering to the Governor General 
the resignation of himself and his 
government. 

At 3:30 o’clock, prospective mem- 
bers of the new cabinet were assemb- 
ling at Mr. Bennett’s office in the main 
building on Parliament Hill to pro- 


ceed to Rideau Hall, the residence of, 


the Governor General, where they 
will be sworh in this afternoon. A 
few minutes later Mackenzie’ King 
called on Mr. Bennett and the two 
went into conference. 

Mr. Bennett left his office for 
Rideau Hall shortly before four 
o’clock to submit to 'the Governor 
General the names of the ministry he 
had chosen.

Ottawa, August 11 (Special to The 
‘Times).—Canada’s next parliament 
will be convened under the premier- 
ship of Hon. R. B. Bennett about 
September 2nd to begin the imple- 
menting of Mr. Bennett’s pledges to 
curb unemployment and to divert a 
material proportion of importations 
of manufactured goods from foreign 
markets to Canadian factories. 

As a preliminary step to take the 


slack out of unemployment it is prob- 


able that, in cooperation with the 
provinces a considerable program of 
public works will be authorized. In 
fact, as soon as Mr. Bennett’s Gov- 
ernment is organized and accepts of- 
fice, it is expected announcement will 
be made.that money will be appro- 
priated by the 
warrant to’ assist the provinces and 
municipalities, as was done in 1921 
and '22. At that time the Government 
provided close to two million dollars 
to aid the unemployed. 

Even an extensive program of pub- 
lic works, however, can only be a 
temporary palliative—a 
lifting of ‘the 
bootstraps. The permanent remedy 
espoused by Mr. Bennett is the up- 
building of industry within the .coun- 
try through the manufacture of our 
raw materials for the world in Can- 
ada and through the manufacture 
here of hundreds of millions of dol- 
Tars worth of goods now imported.

SILVER RECLAIMED 
FROM WASTE 


One of the most interesting fea- 
tures of industry today is the practice 
of reclaiming silver from waste pro- 
ducts. Government . statistics  esti- 
mate that more than 10,000,000 ounces 
of fine silver, valued in excess of $5,- 
000,000 is annually recovered from 
scrap heaps. Much of this waste was 
thrown away or lost in the past, be- 
cause of the unscientific recovery 
methods employed. The waste pro- 
ducts now treated so include for in- 
stance, the sweepings from the shops 
where silver is. handled, and the 
water used in washing down walls or 
woodwork of the factories, One of 
the most important sources of sup- 
ply is the films used in the motion 
picture industry; that is sent to the 
refiners ‘by the carload and even by 
the train load. 

‘ Waste products bear only a very 
remote resemblance to the beautiful 
finished product of the silversmith’s 


ed: into piles with the aid of shovels 
and rakes. Then it.is burned at high 
temperatures until it has been thor- 
fughly disintegrated, which. treatment 
must be continuous for several days. 
Subsequently, the material is ground 
by machinery to a fine, dry powder. 
Tons of waste are‘thus ultimately re- 
‘duced to piles of brownish dust 
which must be carefully guarded be- 
cause of the potential value, as a pile 
of a few bushels of this may contain 
silver worth $100,000 or more. 


A modern silver refining plant is 
much more complicated than is gen- 
erally, supposed. <A staff of chemists, 
who are specialists in their lines, are 
employed to direct every detail of 
the long and difficult process of re- 
fining. Conversion of the piles of 
rubbish containing silver into bars of 
glistening metal formerly required 
several days. This has been reduced 
in recent years by the employment of 
electricity for almost every stage of 
the smelting process. Electric fur- 
naces convert the waste to mplten

GHOST RIVER POWER 


PLANT IS BIG PROJECT 


Power is now being produced at the 
new Ghost plant of the Calgary Pow: 
er Company, Limited, on the Bow 
River, some 83 miles west of Calgary. 
‘Water was admitted to the turbine of 
No. 3 on October 13 and after a, thor- 
ough drying out period for the gener- 
ator coils this unit was placed on the 
line on October 23, 1929, and has been 
generating power for Calgary, and 
north and’ south lines since that date. 
The work on units No. 1:and 2 was 


-completed in December. 


It was necessary to build a new 
highway bridge some 1,200 feet up- 
stream from the old Small’ bridge. over 
the Ghost River. The new bridge is 
of steel and 600 feet in length. The 
cost of this bridge and the road ap- 
proaches was borne by the power 
company, amounting to $113,600.

‘Garnet wheat, developed by the 
Cereal Division of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture loses noth- 
ing by the gruelling tests to which it 
was subjected at the hands of twenty 
of the world’s outstanding authorities 
on milling and baking in Great 
Britain and on the Continent. Not 
only is Garnet firmly established as 
a high quality wheat, but as an “im- 
prover” of blends has a promising fu- 
ture. Since its introduction in 1926.it 
has extended the area in which hard 
red spring wheat can be matured 
without danger by- frost by 25 per 
cent, and it already counts for more 
than one-fifth of Canada’s wheat crop. 
It is a splendid wheat for the early 
frost zones of the prairies, and is 
proving the best yielder among the 
wheats sown in Eastern Canada. 

Nothing To Be Gained 

Seven years experimental work by 
the Lennoxville Experimental Sta- 
tion of. the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture shows 
is to be gained by deep - plowing on 
land of the type prevailing in this 


district. As a matter of fact the 
records tend to show increases in 
crop on the shallow plowed land, 


and it would appear that 
four: inches deep, or deep enough - to 
allow for the preparation of a good 
seed bed, is all. that is necessary. 
The average yield of corn, oats, 
clover and timothy on soil plowed 
four inches deep was found to be 
higher than that from land plowed 
seven inches deep.

NEWSPAPER LAWS 


Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
rinted for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning the paper 


scriber’does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to do so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to, the publisher for pay- 
ment. 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. : 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment. 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This 
follows the principle, that a man must 
pay for what he uses.
